valuable agricultural land in California T>y the Japanese and the al­ 
most phenomenal increase in their population is contained in reports 
being received by the California Oriental Exclusion League from coun­ 
ty assessors, auditors and city clerks. 
In thirty-two counties, not including several of the largest counties 
and the ones having a large Japanese population, the reports show 
there are 40,08 3 Japanese. 
One of the most astounding revelations is that in these counties 
Japanese individuals or corporations own or control 11,8 27 acres of 
valuable agricultural land. 
In addition, a 2346 acre tract in Stanislaus 
county is reported to have been purchased for Japanese, which would 
bring the total acreage to 14,173. 
These figures on acreage do not include many town lots which the 
Japanese own. 
Nor do they include twelve parcels of laud owned by 
Japanese in Orange County. 
Leased lands are not included in the 
figure. 
In,some of the counties, according to the reports, the population 
of the Japanese increased 100 per cent in the past ten years.
